Claims 2-7, 10,12-15, 18-22 include allowable subject matter since the prior art 
made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or 
suggest the claimed limitations. Van Buskirk et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,291,446), and 
others, does not teach the claimed invention having a generating a pre-charge signal 
130 comprises generating a pulse, and wherein pre-charging negative pump MOS 
regulation capacitors comprises connecting a reference voltage 140 to the negative 
pump MOS regulation capacitors 1 14 according to the pulse.
